ously tendered free of charge by 
the School Board of thin city and 
it h Secretary, Mr. John II. Roohe, 
who manifested a deep interest in 
the deaf in general. 

The hull was profneely decorated 
with the national Hag and State 
oolori — orange and blaok. 

Notwithstanding the absence of 
Prof. E. ('. Wyand, president of the 
Association, by reason of Indisposi- 
tion which neoeatitatos absolute 
rest, the details of tbe convention 
were creditably carried oul i>v Rev. 
John A. Branfliok, first vice presl 
dent . Mh presided ai nil the m<

He was married in 1870 to Ann 
Ho wen, of Oakland, Cal , who sur- 
vives him togethei with two sons, 
Llewellyn F. and Seldon M , and 
one daughter, Kdna S Pratt.
